^EST  MERSEA  OYSTER  FISHERIES. 

The  unsatisfactory  conditions  which  gave  rise  to  a  number  of 
enquiries  from  about  1948  onwards  came  to  a  head  in  1958  and  in 
November  of  that  year  the  Authority  accepted  a  recommendation  that 
an  order  should  be  made  under  these  Regulations  prohibiting  the 
taking  of  oysters  from  the  River  Blackwater  unless  they  are  cleansed 
prior  to  being  offered  for  sale. 

This  Order  came  into  force  on  1st  April  1959  and  since  that 
date  a  number  of  approved  Cleansing  plants  have  been  established, 
several  at  West  Mersea  and  one  at  Mai don.  These  have  worked  very 
satisf actorily  and  operate  on  the  basis  of  using  ultra-violet  light 
as  a  means  of  sterilisation. 
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The  oyster  fishermen  are  endeavouring  to  raise  the  whole 
standard  of  the  fishery  and  it  is  hoped  that  these  combined  measures 
will  create  an  entirely  satisfactory  state  of  affairs.
